2000-2001 season. She is dedicated 
to exploring music on historical 
instruments and has participated 

in concerts presented by the Bach 
Ensemble led by Joshua Rifkin, Arcadia 
Players, Blue Hill Bach, SoHIP concert 
series, and Boston Early Music Festival. 
Ogata received her Bachelor’s and 
Master’s degrees from the Eastman 
School of Music where she studied 
violin performance with and served 

as teaching assistant for Charles 
Castleman. She also received an Artist 
Diploma at the Longy School of Music 
where she studied with Laura Bossert 
and Baroque violin with Dana Maiben. 
She is currently working on a project 
with lan Watson to record the ten 
sonatas for piano and violin of Ludwig 
van Beethoven, details for which can 
be found at beethoven-project.com 


lan Watson, fortepiano, is one of 
today’s most versatile musicians, 
working at the highest levels as an 
operatic and symphonic conductor, 
period-instrument specialist and 
virtuoso harpsichordist, organist and 
pianist. He has served as Artistic 
Director of the period instrument 
ensemble Arcadia Players and Chorus, 
Music Director of Commonwealth 
Opera, and Principal Guest Conductor 
of Karlstad Baroque in Sweden. In 
2014, he will make his conducting 
debut with the Baroque Band in 
Chicago as well as a return visit 

to Houston Bach Society. He was 
assistant conductor, organ and 
harpsichord soloist, and continuo 
player for Sir John Eliot Gardiner’s 
Bach Cantata Pilgrimage. Mr. Watson 
has appeared as organ, harpsichord 
and piano soloist, or conductor with 
the London Symphony, London 
Philharmonic and Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestras, English Baroque Soloists, 
and The Sixteen, amongst many 
others.
